AN INFAMOUS SCHEME 


HOW THE FORCE BILL WILL OPER- 
ATE IN THE NORTH. 


A BILL WHICH IS FULL OF DANGER. 


Congressman Flower Says the Senate Will 
Pass the Bill, and Exposes Some 
of Its Infamies. 


Wasuinoton, October 26.—[Specia).]—Con- 
gressman Roswell P. Flower, of New York, 
chairman of the democratic congressional! 
committee, makes a startling expression of 
how the republicans will use the fore bill to 
party advantage in the next presidential elec- 
tion. 

He wants democrats to understand 
it, for he saysit will doubtless pass the senate 
at the December session of congress. 

WHAT THE FORCE BILL PERMITS. 

**This force bill, permitsa chief supervisor 
to recommend to the court the appointment of 
three federal supervisors, two of which shall 


be of one party instead of, as now, one from 
each party, to be inspectors of election in 
each election district in any congress district. 
These supervisors of election under the law 
need not be supervisors of the election district 
in which they vote. Now, we will 
take, for example, the state of 
Connecticut in 1888, when the democrats car- 
ried the state by not less than 400 majority. 
There are four congress districts in the state, 
and about 100 polling places in each district. 
That would require uncer the new election 
law the appointment of 1,200 supervisors. 
Now, suppose that the chief supervisor should 
appoint 800 democrats and 400 republicans. 
He can give them while they are registering 
the voters and taking ahorse to house canvass 
and on election days from $3 to $10 a day, 
They would be employed from ‘five to six 
weoks under the bill. On election day the 
chief supervisor may station the 800 democrats 
at different polls from which they them- 
selves vote, thereby depriving them of an op- 
portunity to vote, and take good care that the 
republicans remain in the wards where they 
cast their ballots. Inasmuch as Connecticut 
was only carried by 400 majority, it 
can be readily seen just how the republicans 
could reverse this and trausfer the state to the 
republican presidential electors and at the 
same time elect all the congressinan. 
EXPORTING THE VOTERS. 

“Tf this would not be sufficient machinery 
to do their work they have another remedy 
under the law, which is that the supervisor 
and deputy United States marshal may con- 
sult together and appoint as many 
United States deputy marshals as 
they think necessary to win a 
republican victory. Now, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and New Hampshire are all in 
one United States judicial district. What is 
to hinder the republicans, if they are still in 
doubt about Connecticut, from taking from 
1,000 to 2,000 democrats for United States 
marshals, giving them eight days’ pay at 55a 
day and transferring thei into New Hamip- 
shire, and taking 1,000 from Rhode Island and 
putting them. into Connecticut? Now, to 
make New Hampshire solidly republican, 
they could take 1,000 and put them back into 
Rhode Island. By this trick, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island would thus be made strongly 
feed and Mr. Lodge 
could continue to praise the republicans as 
the best counters on earth, and still maintain 
the cry of an honest ballot and a fair count. 

CASES IN POINT. 

“There would be nothing under this law, 
should it become a law, to stop them in carry- 
ing the Orange, Rockland and Sullivan dis- 
trict of our own state, or the Schoharie, Ot- 
sego aud Herkimer district, both of which dis- 
tricts have now 200 democratic majority on a 
full vote. There is nothing in the law to pre- 
vent the chief supervisor and deputy United 
States marshal from appointing 50,000 United 
States amarshals for eight daysin this city at 
$5aday. This bill was not formulated so 
much for usein the south as it was in the 
northern democratic states and in the doubtful 
districts. 

‘‘Were it not for the money the republicans 
are distributing through the various congres- 
sional districts in the United States, I should 
prophesy a larger democratic majority in con- 
gress than we had in 1889. Asit is, with all 
their money, I believe that the local, county, 
congressional and state committees will see 
that a full vote of the democracy is polled, and 
that we will win the next house by thirty ma- 


jority.” pe. 
AN ALDERMAN SLAIN. 


He Meets With a Tough in a Gambling 
Saloon. 


Curcaco, October 26.—[Special.}|—Alder- 
man William P. Whelan was shot and mor- 
tally wounded early this morning by George 
H. Hathaway, a gambler, in Mat Hogan’s 
saloon, rendezvous for the sporting element. 
Whelan,John McGinnis,an officer of the health 
department, and Hogan were sitting at a table 
when Hathaway came. Whelan, who was 
under the influence of liquor, called him and 
asked him to have a drink. 

‘At first he hesitated, but finally sat down, 
and taking a long-range Colt’s revolver from 
his pocket, beganjtwirling it around under the 
noses of the others. The alderman told him 
to put up his gun and act like a genticman, 
and added that unless he did so he would make 


him. 

At this Hathaway jumped up, just as 
Whelan made a grab for the weapon, and, 
pointing it straight at him, said; _ 

“Will you? D— it, takeit; if you want 

t, take it.”’ 

: ‘He then pulled the trigger. The ball took 
effect in the left side, immediately over the 
groin, passed through the abdomen, shattered 
the spine and came out at the back. 

The alderman threw up his hands and fell 
upon the floor, saying : 

‘“T am bored clean through and am done 

After the shooting Hathaway walked calm- 
ly away, but was arrested later in the day. 
Whelan died at 2:55 in the afternoon.

The Terrible Condition of a Demented 
Mother. 

WHEELING, W. Va., October 26.—[Special.] 
Mrs. Brannan, of St. Louis, the demented 
woman who jumped from the train at Clarks- 
ville, October 9th, and ran to the hills, leav- 
ing seven smal! children in the car, was acci- 
dentally found today.

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SECESSION TOUCHED ON, 


But it is Promptly Repudiated by a Con- 
federate Veteran. 

JACKSON, Miss., October 26.—[Special.J— 
The constitutional convention considered the 
bill of rights article yesterday. ‘The report of 
the committee embraced the following section 
from the constitution, viz.: 

That the right to withdraw from the federal 
union on account of any real or supposed griev- 
ances Shall never be assumed by this state, nor 
shall any law be passed in derogation of the para- 
mount allegiance of the citizens of this state to 
the government of the United States. 

The following substitutes were offered: 

That the state of Mississippi is a co-equ2! mem- 
ber of an indisso!uble federal union of indestruc- 
tible states. 

That the rightto withdraw from the federal 
union shall never be assumed by this state. 

There was considerable discussion, during 
which the right of secession was touched on 
perse. General Lee said asthe officer who 
carried the order to fireon Fort Sumter and 
as one who surrendered with General George 
Johnson, he found out that secession was not 
only impessible but wrong. He did not be- 
lfeve that any confederate soldier who carried 
&imusket for four years would ever again 
believe that secession was right. He was in 
favor of the section as reported by the com- 
mittee. The substitutes were rejected, and 
the section as it appears above, adopted by a 
decided vote.

HAMPTON’S CALCULATING LETTER. 


Ben Tiliman Again Airs His Charges Against 
the Men Who Are Oppésitig Him— 
A Lively Attack on Haskell.

CHARLESTON, S. C., October 26.—[Special.] 
The political situation here is somewhat com- 
plicated by the publication of Senator Hamp- 
ton’s letterahnouncing his adierence to the 
Tillman ticket, and the speech made by Till- 
nan in Spartanburg county. Ke. 

Tillman in his speech was-very bitter against 
the bolters or Haskellites, and against eve 
body who opposed him. He accused 
of having at his back the holders of the $6, 

000 of state bonds repudiated by the legis 
in 1877. Haskell, he said, while he 
the supreme court bench, tried toso fix a 
lions of the green fraudulent bonds on 
State, against the decision of the other judg 
and the bond commission. Chamberlain Wi 
now in the state and had presented these same 
coupons in payment of taxes. Who 
knows what understanding may exist now 
to manipulate these bonds, so as to fix them 
on the state, and possibly to secure a corrup- 
tion fund to buy negro leaders and carry this 
election ? 

WHAT CHAMBERLAIN HAS DONE, 

The Chamberlain referred to is ex-Governor 
D. H. Chamberlain, wre was defeated by 
Hampton for governor of this state in 1876, 
and who is now receiver of the South Carolina 
railway. Chamberlain has tendered the cou- 
pons of the repudiated bonds in payment of 
the taxes due by the road to the state. Tii- 
man also charges that Haske!! went from the 
supreme court into the employment of the 
railroad monopoly, and ‘‘because I have al- 
luded to his record, and because I have 
downed him when he attacked and insulted 
me in Columbia, he now hates me6 s0 
that he wants to scuttle and sink the 
ship and ruin us all, rather than 
I shoula be governor, although an overWhelm- 
ing majority of democrats have nominated 
me. The devil has taken him up on a moun- 
tain and shown him his large negro vote, and 
told him that if he could get that, he could 
control South Carolina, and be backed, if 
necessary, by the United States troops. Other 
things are actuating Haskell. He is presiaent 
of a bank, andit is said that the banks, the 
railroads, the monopolies, the money powers 
are opposed to Tillman.” 

ATTACKING GOVERNOR RICHARDSON. |. 

Tillman also charges the pfesent governok 
Richardson, with being in a conspiracy to givé 
the election machinery freely over into the 
hands of the Haskellites.. As to the threat 
ened troubles at the polls, he said: 

“TI made no threats. I only expressed an 
opinion that there would be bloodshed 
should the independents attempt to lead née 


groes tothe polls, or should the managers try 


to count us out. There is no opposition to th 


negro voting for whom he pleases, but I know 


the temper of our people too well not to fe 
bloodshed when five white men out of.a how 
dred attempt to rule the other : 
means of negro votes. We want a free yote 
and a clear count, but we are not going to sub- 
mit to negro domination. 

TILLMAN’S SUPPORTERS WORRIED. 

The supporters of Tillman are very much 
worried about his speech, and the Haskellites 
are ratlier jubilant. They both agree that it 
will intensify the bitterness between the two 
factions. ‘The calls for mass meetings issued 
by the regular democratic executive commit- 
tee soon after the coming out of the Haskell 
ticket have been revoked. 

The Republicans Support Haskell. 

CotumsiaA, 8. C., October 26.—[Special.]— 
The republican state executive committee has 
issued an address to the republicans of South 
Carolina, declaring their belief that, as to the 
two democratic state tickets now in the field, 
the “regular ticket’? headed by B. R. Tillman, 
and the independent ticket, headed by A. C. 
Haskell, the best interests of all classes 
would be better subserved by the success of the 
Haskell ticket.

THE RUSHING WATERS 


4 TEXAS TOWN EXPERIENCES A 
DELUGE. 


HOUSES CRUSHED LIKE EGG SHELLS 


The Reservoir Breaks Loose, and the Waters 
Carry Everything in the Way—The 
People Stand Aghast. 


Tremrier, Tex., October 26.—Two hundred 
and eighty thousand gallons of water-confined 
in the steel stand pipe, broke loose from the 
confines about 3 o’clock Friday morning, and 
flooded the town. Immense sheets of boiler 
steel, hundreds of pieces of scaffolding, houses, 
barns, fences, and all the debris in the sur- 
rounding neighborhood went floating and 
crashing in all directions. The people of the 
town awakened, and stood in frightened 
groups about the town, watching the destruc- 
tion of their homes and property. 

The house of O. T. Rigdon was crushed as 
an egg shell, and afterwards took fire. Rig- 
don was seriously burned. His reecovery is 
doubtful. The accident is unaccountable. 
No flaws are apparent in any oi the broken 
pieces of pipe, and the workmanship shows it 
to be first-class. The foundation is still there, 
solid and unharmed, except in one place, 
where a gash two feet long cut through the 
b6ttom and a couple of rocks are washed 
away.

And Proposes to Get Satisfaction Out of 
the Porte. 

ConsTANTINOPLE, October 26.—Trouble has 
arisen between Mr. Hirsch, the American 
minister, and the porte over the arrest of an 
American subject on suspicion of being im- 
plicated in the Armenian revolutionary plots. 
The accused is a graduate of Bowdoin college. 
He came to Turkey during the administration 
of President Hayes to found an American 
college, but the project fell through and he has 
since remained here. 

The arrest was effected in the night timo at 
the accused’s residence, ard in spite of his 
protest that he wasan American and his pro- 
duction of his passports, he was hurtied to the 
Seraskierat prison, without being allowed to 
dress. In the morning he was allowed to 
communicate with the American consul and 
was soon released on condition that he should 
appear and stand trial. 

finister Hirscli sent an energetic protest to 
the foreign minister against the violation of 
the right§Jof domicile of American citizens, 
and demanded satisfaction and punishment 
of the ofticial who ordered tie arrest. He 
further declared that he would refuse to pro- 
duce the accused unless satisfaction was 
granted, and until informed of the nature of 
the charge against him. 
« The statement was then sent§to Mr. Hirsch 
that the accused had engraved a seal for a 
secret Armenian committee. Proof was pro- 
duced that the man had mo knowledge of the 
plot, and that he had recently been acting as 
agent foran American firm engaged in the 
manufacture of photographs. The govern- 
ment then expressed its ‘regrets. Mr. Hirsch, 
however, still maintains his demand for satis- 
faction. 


THE IRISH BISHOPS 


Try to be Conservative in the Presence of 
Great Trials. 

DuBLIN, October 26.—The pastoral letter 
adopted at the autumn meeting of the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, was read today in the 
Catholic churches througheut Ireland. The 
letter protests against the attempts to min- 
imize the extent of the potato crop failure, as 
such 2 course was a disastrous one pursued 
during the former famines. It appeals to the 
government for timely assistance to palliate 
what trustworthy reports show to be real wide- 
spread danger. 

The letter contains a reiteration of the pa- 
pal prohibition of the “plan of campaign’ 
and boycotting, and directs the people to have 
nothing whatever to dowith politics, It con- 
cludes by expressing sympathy with the 
evicted tenants, and hope that pariiament 
may succeeed in adopting measures reinstat- 
ing the evicted and preventing further evic 
tions.

of Great Britain joining it. As thisis highly 
improbable, the scheme will be futile without 
Engliaud’s assent. Any zoliverein against 
America, according to the ex- 
pression of Prinee Bismarck when sounded 
a year ago on  sach_ eventuality, 
must necessarily become a continental block- 
ade. Even if Spain joins the zollyerein, 
France must act in accord with England. The

VARN'S STATEMENT | 


ABOUT THE ORIGIN OF THE COFFEE 
COUNTY RIOT. 


He Was Willing at All Times to Sabmit to 
Legal Process, and Was Finally At- 
tacked by His Enemies. 


Waycnkoss, Ga., October 26.—[Special.]— 
L. B. Varn, charged with instigating and 
leading the riot at Stokes’s still, has published 
and is distributing to the public in Ware and 
Coffee counties a sworn statement, which 
furnishes further information of the cause of 
the riot, which may be of interest to the gen- 
eral public. The card reads: 

‘IT leased lot of land No.2 in the sixth dis- 
trict of Coffee county, from the Waycross 
Lumber Company, in good faith, and com- 
menced this fall to make preparations to work 
it for turpentine purposes, when Tom Sears, 
who claimed it, as reported under one of 
Hitt’s titles, went to my hands, with his gun, 
and ordered them off the lot. 

LEGAL ADVICE SOUGHT. 

“I then went to see Captain L. Johnson, 
general manager, and Colonel J. L. Sweat, at- 
torney forthe Waycross Lumber Company, 
who told we that I had the right, under my 
lease, to work the lot, and all they could do 
would be to defénd any suit brought against 
me, and = sustain the _title of the 
Waycross Lumber Company to the lot 
which they held from Colonel William A. 
McDonald as executor of the Hargrove estate, 
and advise me to act strictly on the defensive, 
avoiding trouble, and let the question of title 
be settled peaceably by injunction, which they 
supposed either Searsor F. M. Stokes, who 
wanted to work the lot of turpentine under 
the Hitt title, would have served as soon as I 
proceeded with the work, 

“I returned and acted under this advice, 
and can prove bya score of men that I in- 
structed my hands to submit at once to any 
legal process served upon them to stop them 
from working on the lot; to avoid difficulty or 
trouble of any kind with anyone, acting 
strictly on the defensive, and not to kill any 
one or be killed. 

THE FIGHT BEGINS. 

“On Tuesday Campbell Baker, one of my 
teamsters, was shot and mortally wounded, 
and in his sworn statement, made before Jus- 
tice Tyer, he says he was going peaceably 
along the road, and was waylaid and shot by 
Tom Sears. Wednesday afternoon, while I 
was six miles away at my still, with Dr. 
Spence and Justice Tyer, taking the 
Statement of Campbell Baker, a party of 
armed men went down into Ware, where Rob 
Knight lived, a mile anda half from the lot 
in dispute, and from the statements of those 
who have seen it, riddled Knight’s house with 
bullets. He, Golden and others of my em- 
ployes being in the house, having stopped 
work on account of the rain, and in the firing 
which ensued, McKendon and Hendricks, 
woodmen of Stokes’s, were unfortunately 
killed. 

PROTECTION SOUGHT. 

‘Hearing of the excitement which prevailed, 
and the threats made against me and my 
hands, I came to Waycross that night to 
appeal to the civil authorities for protection. 
I shall continue my business, neither molest- 
ing or interfering with any one, and warn all 
persons from molesting or interfering with 
me, and am willing for the courts of the 


country to settle all matters according to law, 
right and justice, as others should be.”’

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THE TROUBLE RENEWED. 


One Hundred and Fifty Men Destroy Mr. 
Varn’s Property. 

Waycross, Ga., October 26.—[Special.J— 
Last night, 150 men armed with Winchester 
rifles are said to have gone to Varn, Ga., and 
fired the turpentine still of L. B. Varn, 
destroying about $1,000 in property. They 
also riddled his commissary store with bul- 
lets. Inside of the commissary _ store 
the clerk was sleeping who says that 
the balls came near to. his body 
ashe lay upon the bed in an ague of fright. 
The house of Bob Knight, some distance in 
the woods, is also said to have been burned. 
The report reaches here that the party 
said they intended to return § and 
finish their work of destruction. Varn has 
about $4,000 or $5,000 worth of property in 
and near Varn, Ga. He says his life has been 
threatened, and he was forced to abandon his 
property and lease it to the mercy of those 
who were disposed to destroy it. 

GOVERNOR GORDON CALLED UPON, 

Upon tlie information reaching here of his 
loss and the threats against his life, he wired 
Governor Gordon for protection to his prop- 
erty, and has wired Postmaster General Wan- 
namaker ‘ that he has to abandon 
Varn, Ga., 
in consequence of lawless acts 
and violent threats against his life. Governor 
Gordon has wired Sheriff Henderson, of Ware 
county, to hold the militia in readiness to 
proceed to Varn, Ga., if the city cannot pre- 
serve order and protect life and property. No 
one could furnish any names, but itis conceded 
that the party who depredated last night num- 


bered 150 at least. It is not known whence the 
party came or to where they dispersed. 
Sheriff Henderson will go tothe scene of the 
trouble with a posse of citizens to investigate 
last night’s trouble.

ON THE LOOKOUT. 

The police had been hunting for him all 
night, and this morning, at the hour men- 
tioned, Gibson and R. H. Love started 
down Jefferson street to look for him, ex- 
pecting he would leave on the Columbus 
train. 

Just as they passed Bertrand Zachery’s 
place they met him. Redding stopped and 
asked Gibson the time. Gibson asked him 
where he lived. He replied, “In Opelika.” 
He then asked him his name. He said, 
**Williains.”’ 

THE PISTOL DRAWN, 

Gibson told him he would have to go to 
the depot to be identfied. 

Quick as lightning Redding jerked out a 
large pistol and fired at Gibson- 

Love knocked his arm up with a club, 
or he would have shot Gibson through the 
head. 


FILLED WITH SHOT. 

Gibson immediately returned the fire 
with a double-barreled shotgun, and put 
fifty buckshot in Redding’s right side. 
Redding ran about forty feet and fell dead. 

A coroner’s jury was summoned before 
Justice J. F. Gorman, who rendered a yer- 
dict that Redding came to his death from 
a gunshot wound at the hands of E. T. 
Gibson, and that it was a justifiable homi- 
cide, and completely exonerates Gibson. 

THE CRIMINAL’S CAREER. 

Redding is a notofious character. He has 
committed numerous burglaries, robberies and 
shot several men. 

CAPTAIN COUCH REMEMBERS HIM. 

Several years ago he shot Captain Couch, of 
the Atlanta police force. Large crowds have 
been to see the body today, and the people 
generally are glad that the career of the 
notorious criminal is terminated.

LAND, 


“He Toucheth the Hills and They Smoke” 
the Text Upon Which the Congre- 
gation Was Addressed. 


BROOKLYN, October 26.—]Special.J—Dr. 
Talmage preached ‘the fifth sermon of the 
series onhistour in the Holy Land, in the 
Academy Of Musie in this city this morning. 
Dr. Talmage announced as his text, Psalm 
104:52:° “He toucheth the hills and they 
smoke.”’ He said: 


David, the poet, here pictures a volcano and 
what Churche’s Cotopaxi does on painter’s 
Canvas, this author dcesin words. You see a 
hill, calm and still, and for ages immovable, 
but the Lord out of the heavens puts his fin- 
ger on the top of it and from it rise thick va- 
pors, intershot with fire. “‘He toucheth the 
hills and they smoke.” 

God is the only being who can manage a 
volcano and again and again has he employed 
volcanic action. The pictures on the walls of 
Pompeii, the exhumed Italian city, as we saw 
them last November, demonstrate that the 
city was not fit to live. In the first century, 
that city, engirdled with palaces, emparadised 
With gardens, pillared into architectural ex- 
quisiteness, was at the foot of a mountain, up 
the sides of which it ran with vineyards and 
villas of merchant princes, and all that marb!e, 
and bronze, and imperial baths, and arbori- 
culture, and rainbowed fountains, and a colis- 
eum at the dedication of which 9,000 beasts 
had been slain, and asupernal landscape, in 
which the shore gave roses to the sea and the 
sea gave crysta’s to the shore; yea. all that 
beauty, and pomp, and wealth could give was 
there to be seen or heard. But the bad morals 
of the city had shocked the worid. In the 
yeur 70, on the 4th of August, a black column 
rose above the adjoining mountain and spread 
out, Pliny says, as he saw it, like a great pine 
tree, wider and wider, until it began to rain 
upon the city, first thin ashes and then pumice 
stono, and sulphurous fumes scooped and 
streams of mud poured through the streets 
till few people escaped and the city was 
buried, and some of the inhabitants 1,800 years 
after were found embalmed in the scoriw of 
that awful doom. The Lord called upon Vo!- 
canic forces to obliterate that profligate city. 


He touched the hills and they smoked. 

Nothing but volcanic action could explain 
what I shall show you at the Dead Sea upon 
which I looked last December, and of whose 
waters I took a bitter and stinging taste. 
Concerning all that region there has been a 
controversy enough to fill libraries, science 
saying one thing, revelation saying another 
thing. But admit volcanic action divinely 
emploved and both testimonies are one and 
the same. Geology, chemistry, geography, 
astronomy, ichthyology, ornithology and 
zoology are coming one by one to contirm the 
scriptures. Two leaves of one book are 
revelation and creation, and the penmanship 
is by the some divine hand. Our horseback 
ride will not be so steep today, and you can 
stay on without clinging to the pommel of the 
saddle, but the scenes amid which we ride 
shal!, if possible, be more thrilling, and by the 
time the horses snuff the sulphurous atmos- 
phere of Lake Asphaltites, or the Dead Sea, 
we wili be ready to dismount and read from 
our Bibles about what was done that day by 
the Lord when He touched the hills and they 
#enoked. 

Take a detour and pass along by the rocky 
fortress of Masada, where occurred something 
more wonderful in the way of desperation 
than you have ever heard of, unless you have 
heard of that. Herod built a palace amid 
these heaps of black and awful rocks, which 
look like a tambled midnight. A great band 
of robbers—about 1,000, including their fami- 
lies—afterward held the fortress. When the 
Roman army stormed that steep, and the 
bandits could no longer hold the place, their 
chieftain, Eleazar, made a powerful speech, 
which persuaded them to die before they were 
captured. First, the men kissed their families 
a loving and tearful good-bye and then put a 
dagger into their hearts, and the women and 
the children were slain. Then ten men were 
chosen by lot to slay all the other men, and 
each man lay down by the dead wife and 
children and waited for these executioners to 
do their work. This done, one man of the ten 
killed the other nine. Then the survivor 
cominitted suicide. Two women and five 
children had hid themselves, and after 
all was over came forth to tell of the 
960 slaughtered. Great and rugged natural 
scenery makes the most tremendous natures 
for good or evil. Great statesmen and great 
robbers, great orators and great butchers, were 
nearly all born or reared among mountain 
pect pion. Strong natures are hardly ever 

orn upon the plain. When men have any- 
thing greatly good or greatly evil to do, they 
come down oft the rocks, ‘ 

Pass on from under the shadow of Masada, 
the scene of concentrated diabolism, and come 
along where the salt crystals crackle under the 
horses’ hoofs. You are near the most God- 
forsaken region of all theearth. Youtowhom 
the word lake has heretofore suggested those 
bewitchinents of beauty, Luzerne or Cayuga, 
some great pearl] set by a loving God in the 
bosom of the luxuriant valley, change all your 
ideas about a lake, and_ see this 
sheet of water which the Bible calls 
the Salt Sea, or Sea of the Plain, and 
Josephus calls Lake Asphaltites. The mule- 
teers will take care of the horses while we get 
down to the brink and dip up the liquid mix- 
ture in the paim of the hand. The waters are 
a commingling of brimstone and pitch, and 
have six timeslarger percentage of salt than 
those of the Atlantic ocean, the ocean having 
4 per cent of salt, and this lake 264 per cent. 
Lake Sir-i-Kol of India is the highest lake in 
the world. This lake, on the banks of which 
we kneelisthe lowest lake. It empties into 
no sea, among other things, for the simpte 
reason that water cannot run uphill. It 
swallows up the river Jordan, and makes no 
response of thanks, and never reports what it 
does with the 20,000,000 cubic feet of water 
annually reccived fromthe sacred river. It 
takes the tree branches and logs floated into 
it by the Jordan and pitches them on the 
banks of bitumen to decay there. 

The hot springs near its banks by the name 
of Callirhoe, where King Herod came to bathe 
off his illness, no sooner pour into this sea 
than they are poisoned. Not a fishscale 
swimsit. Notan insect walks it. It hates 
life, and if you attompt to swim there it lifts 
you by an unnatural buoyancy to the surface, 
as much as to say, ne be want no life here, but 
death is our preferente, death.’’ Those who 
attempt to wade into this lake, and submerge 
themselves, come out almost maddened, as 
with the sting of a hundred wasps and hornets, 
and with lips and eyelids swollen with the 
strange ablution. The sparkle of its waters 1s 
not the sparkle of beauty on otherdakes, but a 
metallic luster like unto the flash of a sword 
that would thrust you. The gazelles and the 
ibexes that live on the hills beside it, and the 
cranes and wild ducks that fly across—for, con- 
trary to the old belief, birds do safely wing 
their way over it—and the Arab horses you 
hare been riding, though ‘thirsty enough, will 
not drink out of this dreadful mixture. «A 
mist hovers over parts of it almost continual] y; 
which, though natural evaporation, seems like 
a wing of doom spread over liquid desolation. 
It isthe rinsings of abomination. It is an 
aqueous monster coiled among the hills, or 
creeping ae ripples, and stenchful with nau- 

ating malodors. -

anic action had shoveled under the cities of 
the plain. Before the catastrophe, the cities 
stood on the top of the salt and sulphur. After 
the catastrophe they were under the salt and 
sulphur. Science right. Revelation right. 

Ho toucheth the hills and they smoke.” 

_No science ever frightened believers in rey- 
Callan so much as geology. They feared ihat 
the strata of the earth would contradict the 
Scriptures, and then Moses must go under. 
But as in the Dead Sea instance, so in all cases 
God's Writing on the earth, and God’s writing 
in the Bible are harmonious. The shelves of 
rock correspond with the shelves ofthe Amer- 
ican Bible Society. Science digs into the earth 
and finds deep down the remains of plants, 
and so the Bible announces plants first. 
Science digs down and says, ‘Marine animals 
next,”’ andthe Bible says, ‘Marine animals 
next.”’ Science digs down and says, ‘‘Land 
animals next,’’ and the Bible responds, ‘Land 
animals next.” Then comes man!” says 
science. “Then comes man!’ responds the 
Bibie. Science digs into the regions about the 
Dead Sea, and finds result of tire and masses 
of brimstone, and announces a wonderful 
gooogical formation. ‘Ob, yes,’’ says the 
Bible, “Moses wrote thousands of years ago, 

The Lord rained upon Sodom and upon Go- 
morrah brimstone and fire from the’ Lord out 
of heaven,’ and David wrote, ‘He toucheth the 
hills and they smoke.’”” So I guess we will 
hold on to our Bibles a little longer. <A gen- 
teman in the ante-room of the white house, at 
Washington, havidg an appointment with Mr. 
Lincoln at o o’clock in the morning, got there 
minutes early, and asked the 

“Who is talking in the next 
room?’ “Itis the president, sir!’ ‘‘Is any- 
body with him?” “No, sir; he 1s reading the 

Bible. Hespends every morning from 4 to 5 
o'clock, reading the scriptures.” 

My text implies that God controls volcanoes 
not with the full force of his hand, but with 
the tipofhis finger. Etna, Stromboli and 
Vesuvius fawn at His fect like hounds before 
the hunter. These eruptions of the hills do 
not belong to Pluto’s realm as the ancients 
thought, but to the Divine dominions. Hum- 
boldt counted 200 of them, but since then the 
Indian archipelago has been found to have 
900 of these great mouthpieces. They are on 
every continent andin all latitudes. That 
earthquake which shook all America about 
six or seven summers ago was only the raving 
around of volcan®es rushing against the sides 
of theirrocky caverns trying to break out. 
They must come to the surface, but it will be 
atthe Divine call. They seem reserved for 
the punishment of one kind of sin. The seven 
cities they have obliterated were 
celebrated for one kind of transgres- 
sion. Profligacy was the chief 
characteristic of the seven cities over 
which they put their smothering wing: Pom- 
peii, Herculaneum, Stabiw, Adama, Zeboim, 
Sodom and Gomorrah. If our American 
cities do not quit their profligacy, if in high 
life and low life dissoluteness does not cease 
to bea joke and becomea crime, if wealthy 
libertinism continues to find so many doors of 
domestic life open to its faintest touch, if Rus- 
sian, and French, and American literature, 
steeped in pruriency, does not get banished 
from the newsstands and ladies’ parlors, God 
will let loose some of these suppressed mon- 
sters of the earth. And I tell these Ameri- 
can Cities that it will be more tolerable for 
Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of judgment, 
whether that day of judgment be in this pres- 
ent century or in the closing century of the 
earth’s continuance. The volcanic forces are 
already in existence, but in the mercy of God 
they are chained in the kennels of subterrane- 
ous fire. Yet let profligacy, whethet it stag- 
ger into a lazaretto or sit on a commercial 
throne, whether it laugh in a faded shawl 
under the street gaslight or be wrapped in the 
finest array that foreign loom ever wrought or 
lapidary ever empearled, Know right well that 
there is a volcano waiting for it, whether in 
domestic life, or social life, or political life, or 
in the foundations of the earth from which 
sprang out the devastations that swallowed 
the Cities of the Plain. ‘‘He toucheth the 
hills and they smoke.”’ 

But the dragoman was rejoiced when we 
had seen enough of this volcanic region of 
Palestine, and he gladly tightens the girths 
for another march, around the horses which 
are prancing and neighing for departure. We 
are off for the Jordan, only two hours 
away. We pass Bedouins whose stern fea- 
tures melt into a smile as we give them the 
saiutation Salaam Aleikoum, ‘Peace be with 
you,’’ their smile sometimes leaving us in 
doubt as to whether it is caused by their glad- 
ness to see us or by Our poor pronunciation of 
the Arabic. Oh, they are a strange race those 
Bedouins. Such a commingling of ruffianism, 
and honor, of cowardice and courage, of 
cruelty and kindness! When a band of them 
came down upon a party in which Miss 
Whately was traveling and were about to 
take pocket-books and perhaps life, this lady 
sitting upon her horse took out her note book 
and pencil, and began to sketch these brig- 
ands, and seeing this composure, the bandits 
thought it something supernatural and _ filed. 
Christian womanliness or manliness is all- 
conquering. When Martin Luther was told 
that Duke George would kill him if he went 
to Leipsic, Luther replied, “I would go to 
Leipsic if it rained Duke Georges nine days.”’ 

Now wecome through regions where there 
are hills cut into the shape of cathedrals, with 
altar, and column, and arch, and chancel, and 
pulpit, and dome, and architecture of the rocks 
that I think can hardly just happen so. Per- 
haps it is because God loves the church so 
well. He builds in the solitudes of Yellow- 
stone Park, and Yosemite, and Switzerland, 
and Palestine, these ecclesiastical piles. And 
who knows but that unseen spirits may some- 
times worship there? ‘‘Dragoman, when shall 
we see the Jordan?’’ Task. All the time we 
were on the alert, and looking through tam- 
arisk and willows for the greatest river of all 
the arth. The Mississippi is wider, the Ohio 
is deeper, tho Amazon is longer, the Hudson 
rolls amid regions more picturesque, the 
Thames has more splendor on its banks, the 
Tiber suggests more imperial procession, the 
Ilvssus has more classic memories, and the Nile 
feeds greater population, by its irrigation ; but 
the Jordan is the queen of rivers and runs 
through all the Bible, asilver thread strung like 
beads with heroics, and before night we shall 
meet on its banks Elijah, and Elisha, and 
David, and Jacob, and Joshua, and John, and 
oe ge between two trees I got a glimpse of 
ariver, and said, ‘What is that?” ‘*The Jor- 
dan,’”’? was the quick reply. And all along 
the line which had been lengthened by other 

ilgrims, some from America, and some from 
Sere , and some from Asia, the cry was 
sounded “The Jordan! The Jordan!”’ Hun- 
dreds of thousands of pilgrims have chanted 
on its banks and bathed in its waters. Many 
of them'dip a wet gown in the wave and w 
it out and carry it home for their own shroud.

Among banks now Fie ~_ 
high, now of rock, now of mud, and ae : 
sand, laving the feet of the terebinths an 
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ages that water, and plenty of it, has much to 
do with the sanitary improvement of the 
world. Hereis where some theological stu- 
dents of Elisha’s time were cutting trees with 
which to build a theological seminary, and an 
ax-head not sufficiently wedged to 
the handie flew off into the river 
and sank, and the young man _  de- 
plored not so much the loss of the ax-head as 


the fact thatit was not his own, and cried, . 


‘‘Alas! it was borrowed,” and the prophet 
threw a stick into the river and, in defiance of 
the law of gravitation, the iron ax-head came 
to the surface and floated like a cork upon the 
water, and kept floating until the young man 
caughtit. A miracle performed to give one 
an opportunity to return that which was ,bor- 
rowed, and a rebuke in all ages for those who 
borrow aud never return, their bad habit in 
this respect so established that it would bea 
miracle if they did return it. Yea, from the 
bank of this fiver Elijah took team of fire, 
showing that the. most raging element is 
seryant of the good, and that there is-mo need 
that a chil¢of God fear anything; for, if the 
most destructive of all elements was that day 
fashioned-into a vehicle for a departing saint, 
nothing’ can ever hurt you who love and trust 
the Lord. am so giad that that 
chariot of Elijah was not made out of 
wood, or erystal, or anything ordinarily 
pleasant, but out of fire, and yethe went up 
Without having so much as to fan himself. 
When, stepping from amid the foliage of these 
oleanders and tamarisks on the banks of the 
Jordan, he put his foot on the red step of the 
red equipage, and took the red reins of vapor 
in his hands, and spurred the galloping steeds 
to the wide open gate of heaven, it was a scene 
forever memorab!e. So the hottest afflictions 
of your life may roll you heavenward. So 
the most burning persecutions, the most fiery 
troubles, may become uplifting: Only be sure 
that when you pull onthe bits of fire, you 
drive upward toward God, and not downward 
towards the Dead Sea. When Latimer and 
Ridley died at the stake, they went up in a 
chariot of fire. When my friend, P. P. Bliss, 
the gospel singer, was consumed with the rail- 
train that broke through Ashtabula bridge, 
and then took flame, I said: ‘‘-Another Elijah 
gone up in a chariot of fire ?’’ 

But this river is a river of baptisms, 
Christ was here baptized, and John baptized 
many thousands. Whether on these occasions 
the candidate or baptism and the officer of 
religion went into this river, and then, while 
both were standing the water was dipped in 
the hand of one and sprinkled upon the fore- 
head of the other, or whether the entire form 
of the one baptized disappeared for a moment 
beneath the surface of the flood, I do not now 
declare. 
emotion of the fact that my parents held me 
in infancy to the baptismal font in the old 
meeting house at Somerville, and assumed 
vows on my behalf, I must tell you @ow. of 
another mode of baptism observed in the river 
Jordan, on that afternoon in last December, 
the particulars of which I now for the first 
time relate. 

lt was ascene of unimaginable solemnity. 
A comrade in our Holy Land journey rode up 
by my side that day, and told me that a young 
man, whois now studying for the gospel min- 
istry, would like to be baptized’ by me in the 
river Jordan. I got all the facts 1 could con- 
cerning his earnestness and faith, and through 
personal examination made myself confident 
he was a worthy candidate. There were 
among our Arab attendants two robes not un- 
like those used for American baptistries, and 
these we obtained. As we were to havea 
large group of different nationalities present, I 
dictated to my daughter a few verses, and 
had copies enough made to allow all to sing. 
Our dragoman hada man familiar with the 
river, wade through and across to show the 
depth and the swiftness of the stream, and thé 
most appropriate place for the ceremony. 
Then I read from the Bible the accounts of 
baptisms in that sacred stream, and implored 
the presence of the Christ on whose head the 
dove descended at the Jordan. Then, as the 
candidate and myself stepped into the waters, 
the people on the banks sang in full and re- 
sounding voice: 

On Jordan’s stormy banks I stand, 
And east a wishful eye : 
To Canaan’s fair and happy land 
Where my possessions lie. 
Oh, the transporting, rapturous scene 
That rises to my “en E 
Sweet fields arrayed in living green, : 
And rivers of delight. “ 

By this time we had reached the middle of 
the river. As the candidate sank under the 
floods and rose again under a baptism in the 
name of the Father and the Son and the Holy 
Ghost, there rushed through our souls a tide 
of holy emotion such as we shall not probably 
fee] again until we step intothe Jordan that 
divides earth from heaven. Will those waters 
be deep? Will thése tides be strong? No 
matter, if Jesus steps in with us. Friends on 
this shore (o help us off. Friends on the other 
shore to see us land. See! They are coming 
down the hillou the other side to greet us. 
How well we know their e+ How easily 
we distinguish their voices! rom bank to 
bank we hail them with tears and they hail us 
with palm branciies. They say to us, ‘Is that 
you, father?” ‘‘Is that you, mother?’ and we 
answer by asking, ‘‘Is that you, my darling ?’’ 
How near they seem, and how narrow the 
stream that divides us! 

“Could we but stand where Moses stood 
And view the landscape o’er, 

Not Jordan’s stream nor Death’s cold flood 
Cotld fright us from the shore.”’

One week from tomorrow will occur 
the elections that are to settle a num- 
ber of issues of vital. importance to this 
country.

We have heard nothing from ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland, who, as a prominent 
democrat and a probable candidate for the 
democratic nomination, ouzht to have 
made his influence felt in the campaign.

Mr. MeQueeny, superintendent of the Hous- 
ton division of the Southern Pacifie railroad, 
saya he has never seen such a freight rush as 
is being experienced at San Antonio, Tex., 
just now. Al!l engines were out of the city on 
Wednesday, and the accumulated freight can- 
not be moved for want of motive power and 
cars. Itissoeverywhere. The Denver fe- 
publican says: The great movement of 
live stock eastward has been the cause 
of much perplexity to Colorado 
lines, and especialiy the Union Pacific and 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. These roads 
are by no means able to satisfy all the demands 
of live stock men on account of the lack of 
cars and motive power. I6 is stated authori- 
tatively that the Santa Fe is today in need of 
2? 000 cars to accommodate their increased pat- 
ronace, One year ago the Santa Fewas ieas- 
ing to other companies their engines and roll- 
ingstock. Today they cannot secure enough 
for their own purposes. 

The Fort Worth Gazette propounds this 
very pertinent question: ‘‘Why is it that 
western and southwestern railroads will en- 
gage in flisastrous rate wars and cut deep into 
freight rates, demoralizing everything con- 
nected with railroad and commercia! business, 
when they have not cars sufficient to handle 
the business offered them, is one of the 
strangest things connected with railroads. it is 
a known fact that there is nota road in the 
southwest or the west that hasa sufficiency of 
freight cars for the business that comes to 
them. Still there is an eternal war going on 
between the fraight solicitors of the different 
roads, and secret cuts and crossed billing is 
continually going on. If the managements of 
the diferent roads would pay more attention 
to their equipments, and put the reads ina 
position to haul the freight, the roads would 
faro bettcrand the people would be better 
served. 

The railroads have never been known to 
make such poor time in moving freight, says 
The Fort Worth Gazette, as now. This is due 
to the heavy traffic which exists, not on a few, 
but on almost al) lines. The Pennsylvania 
lines, the Baltimore and Ohio, the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton, the Big Four and other 
roads are overcrowded with freight, and itis 
not uncommon forcars to be dropped at sta- 
tions along the line and delayed for several 
days. Freight agents do not know how to ac- 
count for the traftic which continues to pour 
in on the railroads in an unparallicled man- 
ner. On several of the larger lines there have 
been veritable blockades that have threatened 
to choke up the channels of commerce. 


The decision of Judge Ricks, of the United 
States district court at Cleveland, dismissing 
the case against General Passenger Agent 
Martin, of the Big Four road, says The Rail- 
way Koview, and referring the sameto the 
interstate commerce commission for investiga- 
tion, is, to say the least, calculated to add to 
the already existing and widely prudent opin- 
jon that all hope of competent railroad regula- 
tion through the instrumentality of the inter- 
state commerce act might as well be aban- 
doned. Nor will the news that the president 
has relieved Mr. A. W. Street from the pen- 
alty adjudged for his violation of the law 
be likely to add to the very slight esteem with 
which it is mow generally regarded by railroad 
men. 

A serious conflict is about to be inaugurated 
between the Union Pacific and its eastern con- 
nections because it demands a larger per cent- 
age of rates on freight traftic from them than 
it accepts from its ally, the Chicagoand North- 
western. These roads naturally object, be- 
cause they cannot compete with the North- 
western if they pay a larger proportion to the 
Union Pacific than is now the case. The 
Union Pacific made the demand upon the Chi- 
cago-Omaha roads, but they refused, and on and 
after the Ist of next month they will not take 
business from the Union Pacific except that 
which is absolutely necessary. This will make 
it bad forthe Union Pacific, but it will be 
beneficial to the Northwestern, which will re- 
ceive a great deal of traffic formerly sent over 
the other lines. it will work to the disad- 
vantage of shippers, however. 


The northwestern division of the Western 
Passenger Association was in session in 
Chicago on Thursday, to consider the matter 
of second-class rates between Chicago and St. 
Paul. This meeting was rendered necessary 
by the attitude of the Soo line. Previous to 
the recent abolishment of second-class rates 
between the points named, the Soo was al- 
lowed adifference of $1.00 on this class of 
tickets to the east. It now demands a differ- 
ential on first-class tickets, equal to the differ- 
ence in price between first and second class 
rates, or $2.50. 

Rincac py, Ga., October 25.—[Special.]—The 
survey for the dummy line between Ringgold 
and Catoosa Springs was completed this after- 
noon. Work on the road wiillk*commence as 
soon as the deeds for the right of way are se- 
cured. Only asimall portion of that is Jack- 
ing. J.H. Warner, of Chattanooga, is the 
prime mover, and his name inconnection with 
any eiterprise insures its success, as he is an 
expert financier, and has sufficient capital to 
‘execute his desires. | 

In an interview with your reporter tonight 
he stated that itis his intention to build the 
road just as soon as the right of way is secured. 
This road means that Catoosa and Cherokee 
Springs will be made the leading resorts of 
Georgia. 

The new grain rates which went into effect 
Friday are proving a disturbing element with 
railroad men just now. The agents of the 
lines ending at Kansas City are worrying over 
the question whether they can take grain out 
of there while the western lines refuse to pro- 
rate. It has been stated that the remainder 
of the rate on wheat would be 5 or7 cents and 
the Alton has signified its willingness to ac- 
cept the freight on these figures. Asa matter 
of course the other lines will follow suit so far 
as wheat is concerned, but just what will be 
done with other grain taking a different rate 
has not been determined.
